:^lt rra Madre and Sierra Madre can¬ 
not spend money outside of its limits 
‘Xd pt in case of emerKcncy. At one 
time when this strip of road l)ecame 
tilmost impassil)Ie liy auto the ex- 
peiidit rc of a few tloiiars for oii and 
latior aroused fevered criticism of the 
(Ity authorities in some quarters. The 
indifft rent e of the county otTicials has 
the same effect t)n that portion of the 
roiid t'l.diT their jurisdiction as has 
the open hostility of Arcadia. So the 
road remains full of bumps and ruts 
and trav llers blame Sierra Madre for 
its ( omlition. 

It is to be hoped Sierra Madre will 
not have to await the passinst of such 
lestislatlon as that proposed above to 
!;et relief on lower Baldwin Avenue. 
But this case seems to furnish an ex- 
(client argument in favor of giving 
legal sanction to the idea of the "xonea 
of Inti 'ence.'' 


I Extension of the i>owers of im or- 
i porated cities beyond their lorpornte 
I limits was the somewhat startlin.g pro- 
j posal offered l>y one of the iirlghtest 
j of the city attornevs in attendance iip- 
I on the last convention of the I^uigue 
of ('alifi>rnia .Municipalities. No spe- 
ci.'le changes in the law were suggest- 
1 ed. tile idea lieiug merely advanced as 
a sutijeet for ronsideration and i)o8ai- 
ble action in the future. For lack of 
a iietter name the proponent of the 
idea used the term ‘'xones of inllu- 
ence." indlcatin.g that in certain mat¬ 
ters such as policing and sanitation 
a city should be given some degree of 
power in territory contiguous to its 
bo-ndarles. 

The proposal may seem dangerous 
at first glance and there may be diffi¬ 
cult legal obstacles in its way. Hut 
the News is of the opinion that some 
such legislation is greatly needed. The 
proposed "zone of influence" should 
exist whether the outside territory is 
unincorporated or is within the limits 
of another city. 

In gome degree the laws governing 
the sanitation and pul)Iic peace of a 
cit.v should apply for some distance 
le.vond its boundaries. It should not 
be possitde to transgress them with 
impunity merely l)y steppin.g across 
in imaginary line into territory which 
3 end r the laws of the county or of 
iiiotiu r ( iiy. while the act is still In 
iict an offcnc'c against tlie initaldtants 
of the first named city who t iiacted 
the law for their protection. To com¬ 
mit a unisance or other act which is 
idawful within the confines of a given 
■’ity it should be necessary to go far 
no gh beyond its lioundarles to re- 
leve the inhaldtants from the effects 
if tile act. 

Anotlur matter whlcli should be In- 
I I lied within tlic scope of the pro- 
losed legislation Is the improvement 
and upkeep of roads. W'hcn a city 
imiiroves a given street to its lioim- 
dary tlicre should lie some ass ranee 
that the eontinuatinn of tlie road, if 
tliere is any. will he kept at least p:is- 
.saide, and in some degree approacliing 
tile standard set liy tile cit.v street. 
Fspeeialiy is this true where lities 
arc ( outigiious. and where one cit.i’ 
must gain Its outlet to the county 
highway system by crossing tlie terri¬ 
tory of another. 

As an instance the case of lialdwin 
.'\\inue may lie cited. Tlie mile of 
tills great avenue situated witliin Si- 
• ura Madre lias lieen treated with the 
lincst tauqicd oil paving. Between tlie 
iiwer ciiy limits and tlie Kootliill 
Boulevard Is a half mile of the worst 
road in the townsliip. The 61)0 feet 
adjai cut to Sierra Madre is within the 
I oriiorate limits of Arca'lia. Tlie rest 
is in tile county. This stretch of road 
is a souri e of discomfort to Sierra
